Warren Paving Project 
Awarded P. V. Kebert 


The Warren borough council last 
Thursday evening held a special 
meeting to decide what contractor 
would be awarded the paving and 
storm sewer projects planned for 
this year. It was agreed to use 
concrete at a cost of only 33 cents 
more per foot and the bid of Paul 
V. Kebert, Meadville, was accept­ 
ed. 
This bid totaled $83,071 and in­ 
cluded the paving of Crescent 
Park from Hickory st. bridge to a 
point seventy feet west of the hos­ 
pital maternity drive; Lexington 
from Irvine to Parker; Morrison 
from Fourth to Pennsylvania; Main 
from St. Clair to Crescent, and the 
laying of storm sewer on Madison 
ave. from Averill to Grant. 
The problem of a manager for 
the airport was discussed and the 
committee presented Einer John­ 
son, of Falconer, as a prospect. 
Mr. Johnson was primarily interes­ 
ted in establishing a repair service 
and wanted the entire hangar. In­ 
asmuch as only a half dozen ships 
are flying out of Warren and the 
hangar is being used to house thou­ 
sands of dollars worth of heavy 
equipment most councilmen were 
hesitant about such an arrange­ 
ment. 
The consensus is that the airport 
should be maintained for landing 
purposes 
and perhaps 
arrange­ 
ments could be made to provide 
fueling service, but unless Warren 
wants to spend several thousand 
dollars either for a new hangar or 
a huge garage for its equipment, 
the kind of proposition proposed 
by Mr. Johnson is not possible at 
this time.

Apparently very few people knew 
there was a prim ary election this 
week, and those who may have 
heard about it certainly didn’t care. 
State Senator L. E. Chapman led 
the Republican voting with 2393. 
Assemblyman Allen Gibson receiv­ 
ed 2376, and Scotty Calderwood, 
running for state committeeman, 
earned 2227. Congressman Leon H. 
Gavin got 2306. 
In the state races where there 
was competition, 
Warren county 
Republicans gave Wood 1553, Ste­ 
phenson, 679, and Chamberlin, 183 
for governor. The 
Lt. 
Governor 
race was closer, Truscott getting 
1243 to McMillen’s 1013. 
The organization got out the vote 
for its candidate, Dixon, in the in­ 
ternal affairs race, giving her 1511 
to Livingood’s 837. The GOP count 
for judges was 1456 for Bell, 1366 
for Griffith, and 1345 for Wood­ 
side. 
The Democrat count was equally 
as light, registering about ten per­ 
cent of the eligible voters. Fred 
C. Barr, of Tidioute led the tick­ 
et’s voting with 440 in his unoppos­ 
ed bid for congressional nomina­ 
tion. Lewis L. Crippen was next 
with 435 for his assembly nomina­ 
tion. 
The county Democrats supported 
Pittsburgh’s McClelland w’th 242 
and gave Leader, the organization’s 
choice, only 152. Mel Anderson, un­ 
opposed for state committeeman, 
received 370.

SELECT BOYS FOR 
JUNIOR CAMP 
Right now, 
member organiza­ 
tions of the Pennsylvania federa­ 
tion of Sportsmen’s Clubs are in 
the process of selecting teen-age 
boys to attend the Junior Conserva­ 
tion Camp this summer. Sponsor­ 
ing clubs pay the expenses of the 
boys they send, and furnish trans­ 
portation to and from the camp. 
Each of the four camp sessions 
w ill be a 13-day 
duration. 
The 
camp, being sponsored by the eight 
divisions of the Federation, indicat­ 
es these 
organized 
outdoorsmen 
are aware of the need and value 
of over-all conservation knowledge. 
The 
Federation 
sponsored the 
camp with the hope it would have 
many carry-over values in teach­ 
ing our youth about conservation 
and later influencing the thinking 
of adults in the respective com­ 
munities. 
The camp is intended for high 
school sophomore boys who are 
leaders in their schools and inter­ 
ested in furthering their conser­ 
vation education. At the camp they 
learn: the wise use of our natural 
resources; to profit from a rich 
camping experience; preparatory 
steps toward becoming conserva­ 
tion leaders and therefore of ser­ 
vice in home communities; to live, 
work and play together; and to 
levelop interests in outdoor activi­ 
ties. 
Each camp schedule is crowded 
with lessons in conservation, in­ 
terspersed with recreation periods 
and educational field trips. Good 
discipline is maintained without 
apparent lessening of the boys’ en­ 
joyment. Attendees are housed at 
the Forestry Camp of The Pennsyl­ 
vania State University. This rustic 
unit is located 15 miles southwest 
of the town of State College. The 
boys’ camp is under the experienc­ 
ed leadership of C. W. Stoddart,

Pennsylvania 
State 
University, and his corps of cap­ 
able aides. 
Representatives from the Univer­ 
sity and state and national con­ 
servation 
agencies 
are 
the 
teachers. In large part, the out­ 
doors is the classroom. Subjects 
taught at the camp are varied, 
among which are: stream pollution 
and purification; reforestation and 
forest management; 
soil erosion 
and land capabilities; game food 
and cover; fish hatchery problems; 
mineral resources; and others. The 
youth groups also learn woodcraft, 
survival, the proper use of fire­ 
arms, fly and bait casting, forest 
fire control, 
and other matters 
dealing with the outdoors. 
The idea for the camp was born 
in 1948 in a meeting of George 
Harvey and C. W. Stoddart, Jr., 
with Dr. Logan J. Bennett. At that 
time Dr. Bennett was Leader of 
the Pennsylvania Cooperative Wild­ 
life Research Unit. The present 
Executive Director of the Game 
Commission suggested 
a 
week’s 
camp devoted to conservation ac­ 
tivities, and Mr. Harvey and Mr. 
Stoddart worked out a tentative 
outline for a catnip schedule. This 
idea was presented to and later 
endorsed by representatives of the 
Pennsylvania Federation of Sports­ 
men’s Clubs and 
the 
institution 
then known as The Pennsylvania 
State College. 
When purposes and 
aims 
are 
considered, it is difficult to imagine 
how the 
Sportsmen’s 
Federation 
and the University could jointly 
devise and maintain a more worthy 
project than the Junior Conserva­ 
tion Camp.

Washington And You 
By Margaret Chase Smith 


WASHINGTON. - I have been 
sorely disappointed in the position 
of Attorney General Brownell in 
opposing my bill to outlaw the 
Communist party. He must have 
■been extremely reluctant to do so 
and he must have seen consider­ 
able merit in my proposal a- 
gainst the Communist party, for it 
took him over a year - 15 1-2 
months to be exact — to make an 
unfavorable report on my bill to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
But, in spite of this disappoint­ 
ment, I do want to commend 
Attorney General Brownell on re­ 
cent action he has taken to com­ 
bat the communistic subversion 
here at home. He has taken a 
very good step in creating a new 
division in the Justice Department 
to handle internal security. That 
new division will concentrate on 
internal security prosecutions. 
There have been indications that 
the Department of Justice has not 
kept pace on prosecutions with the 
pace set by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation on investigations. 
The FBI has been piling up the 
evidence faster than Justice has 
been acting on that evidence. And 
since time is of the essence in 
apprehending and convicting spies

against our government, it is im­ 
perative that the Justice Depart­ 
ment speed up action on the back­ 
log of subversion cases. 
The logic of this step is obvious. 
It simply doesn’t do much good to 
investigate and apprehend if you 
don’t prosecute, enforce and im­ 
prison. Prompt prosecution must 
go hand-in-hand with effective in­ 
vestigation just as much as action 
must go hand-in-hand with plan­ 
ning. 
For inordinate delay in these 
cases in itself is a threat to the 
security of our country. It aids 
the Communists. Delay aids the 
guilty - it penalizes the innocent. 
So that the over-all result of delay 
is frustration of justice. 
During the delay key prosecution 
witnesses may die or disappear. 
Time may dull their memories and 
weaken the evidence against the 
subversives, thus lessening the 
chance of convicting them and put­ 
ting them behind bars. 


Up until the time that Attorney 
General Brownell set up this new 
division, the internal security pro­ 
secutions were being handled by 
the criminal division of the Depart­ 
ment of Justice. It had enough 
work in other fields of criminality 
to keep it busy. And this is not 
the first time that the criminal 
division has had some criminal 
prosecutions taken away from it. 
For example, there are the crimin­ 
al prosecutions handled by the 
anti-trust division. 
Another ex­ 
ample is the criminal prosecutions 
handled by the tax division. 


Now surely internal security pro­ 
secutions rate a separate division 
just as much as do anti-trust pro­ 
secutions and tax prosecutions. It 
would not seem necessary to de­ 
fend the action of the Attorney 
General in setting up this new in­ 
ternal security division. But there 
are always criticisms that arise 
whenever a new bureau, agency, 
department, division or section is 
set up in government. The cry of 
bureaucracy comes forth. 
Surely, this time hardly anyone 
will raise the cry of bureaucracy 
against the creation of a new div­ 
ision designed to protect the inter­ 
nal security of our country.

Coal will fight back. With gas 
available to most homes and with 
modern furnaces and insulation 
there are few people who don’t 
prefer this clean and economical 
leat. This has closed many coal 
mines. 
But two things may combine to 
change this. One is the obvious fact 
that those who own coal want to 
sell it, and if they 
can 
utilize 
modern science to make the fuel 
cheaper and cleaner there will 
ie those who will welcome it as 
fuel. The other is the policy of 
the current administration which 
leans toward big business and is 
appointing commissioners of var­ 
ious kinds who will lift restrictions 
that have kept gas prices down. 
The combination of cheaper and 
cleaner coal, and more costly gas 
could be the next step in the battle 
to keep warn that somehow in­ 
evitably ends up by costing the 
homeowner more. He can’t seem 
to win. 
An example of what is being 
done to make coal more attrac­ 
tive is a device which takes ashes 
out of the house with no effort on 
the part of the homeowner. It 
applies to hard coal and makes 
such heat fully automatic from 
its arrival in the cellar to the visit 
by the disposal company which 
finds the ashes in a can buried in 
the ground outside the house. 
The ashes are taken to the can 
through sealed dust-proof tubes, on 
the same principle as a vacuum 
cleaner and can be used with 
either an automatic or a hand- 
fired anthracite heating system. 
For most gas users it will take a 
mightly clean coal, a much lower 
price, and a load of salesmanship 
to convert gas burners, but there 
is no denying the quality of coal 
heat if a way can be found to use it 
without straining the bread and 
butter man’s muscles and with 
clean curtains for the dirt con 
scious lady of the mansion.

Latest exhibit in the thesis that 
the professors can handle them­ 
selves very well in front of a 
camera is WNBT’s Saturday after­ 
noon program “Princeton ’54“ pro­ 
duced jointly by NBC and Prince­ 
ton University. Of course, I’ve

should be especially surprised by 
this. Lots of professors have been 
on stage (of sorts) just as long as 
Ed Wynn and have got just as 
many laughs. If you can handle a 
bunch of footplayers, you

“Princeton 
’54’’ 
breaks 
new 
grounds, on 
several 
counts. 
It 
doesn't dost much (less than $1,000 
per program,) and it’s aimed at 
the college level of intelligence. 
►Yet, it’s my guess that all sorts of 
people from pre-teenage kids to the 
old folks (whether educated or un­ 
educated) will find these programs 
absorbing. 
On the first one, Dr. Hadley Can­ 
tril, Princeton’s famed psycholo­ 
gist, took us on a tour of some of 
the exhibits in his laboratory at 
Princeton of optical illusion. There 
were small models of rooms in 
which nothing is as it seems to be, 
where the eye is tricked in a dozen 
ways. Princeton students, Dr. Can­ 
tril said, try to throw tennis balls 
at a spot of light on the walls of 
these rooms and miss by miles 
(At Yale, we used to play with 
balls outside of class hours but 
then they have their own way of 
doing things at Princeton). 
Dr. Cantril, a tweedy, self-assur­ 
ed teacher, explained the psychol­ 
ogy of optical assumption which 
makes us assume that walls are 
straight when they are not simply 
because we are used to them being 
that way. He went on to say that 
we operate “on a basis of probabili­ 
ties and we try to make certainties 
of them,” pointing out that this 
distressing psychological habit per­ 
meates far beyond optics into the 
realm of our deeper beliefs. It was 
a very instructive, if somewhat un­ 
nerving, exhibition of the limita­ 
tions of our mind and eyesight 
and, at the same time, a fairly 
simple one.

On the second show, Professor 
Erie Rogers, a slightly maniac 
Englishman, raced around a labor­ 
atory explaining “Drops, Splashes 
and Atoms.” Probably never have 
you seen a human being get so 
worked up over a drop of water. 
Professor Rogers lapsed into cute­ 
ness from time to time (named 
his droplets Bertram, Alfred and 
little Willie, for instance) but he 
was very entertaining, if some­ 
times obscure. 
One thing the WNBT series has 
shown is that the technical end of 
TV is something the professors 
shouldn’t worry about. Most edu­ 
cators, it has been learned, worry 
about camera angles and the pho­ 
togenic angles of their lectures 
much more than the professionals 
in TV do. Keep it simple. Keep 
the emphasis on learning - and 
the camera problems can be handl­ 
ed by any competent crew.

happy about getting into television 
In the first place but now that the 
series has started and done well 
the university has been quite en­ 
thusiastic

McCarthy Fear Adams? 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON. - Secretary of 


I the Army Robert Stevens is sup­ 
posed to be somewhat naive pol- 


I itically - and that very likely is so 
Nevertheless, 
the quiet-spoken 


I m ild-m annered gentlem an 
com 
fpletely foiled some of the slickest 
political operators in the business 
and the capital is chuckling about 
it. He did it when he stopped their 
attem pt, directed by the veteran 
Senator Dirksen (R., 111.), to cut 
short the current investigation be- 
I fore it got the whole story of Sena­ 
tor Joe M cCarthy’s assault upon 
[the U. S. Army. 
The story of Secretary Stevens’ 
[trium ph is a fascinating one. It 
has some of the aspects of the 
[ clean-cut young m an who routs the 
ruffians. It reflects credit on him, 
but hardly the sam e on some Re- 
| publican leaders who were ready 
to sacrifice him cold-bloodedly in 
an effort to shut down the dam ag- 
[ ing spectacle or to appease Senator 


I McCarthy. 
At their own devious, ruthless 
[ political gam e, the politically-un­ 
skilled Secretary beat them by not 
| trying to play politics, but by play­ 
ing it straight. That is often the 
best way in politics, though seldom 
tried. The Arm y Secretary took 
his stand for getting the whole 
truth on the record in the public 


I gaze, for putting 
all 
the 
other 
“ principals” involved in the con 
Itroversy through the sam e ordeal 
he had endured, and there he stood 
firm ly along with his shrewd coun- 
jsel, Joseph N. Welch, who has ab­ 
solutely no fear of Joe McCar 
[thy or anybody else, high or low. 
Politicians frequently fail to as 
[ sess properly the effect of their 
m aneuvers upon the public. That 
happened with Senator Dirksen and 


I his Republican associates on the 
comm ittee, with a single excep­ 
tio n 
At least Senator Mundt (R., S. 
| d .), com m ittee chairm an, reacted 
as if he saw clearly. He acted as 
if he saw how the outside observer, 
the m an in the street, would look 
upon the Dirksen proposal to have 
Senator M cCarthy only on the stand 
after Secretary Stevens and shove 
the other witnesses into a closed 
session, or “ sweep the dirt under 
the rug,” as D em ocrats put it. 
When Senator Mundt found that 
Secretary Stevens felt cutting short 
the hearings as Senator Dirksen 
proposed would be unfair, he cast 
the deciding vote against the Il­ 
linois Senator’s motion. As of now, 
this seem s the better political judg­ 
m ent. 
So far as the course of events 
can be pieced together here, Sec­ 
retary Stevens was acting on his 
own. That was the word from his 
superior, Secretary of Defense Wil­ 
son. Nor is there any indication 
that Mr. Stevens got any prom pt 
ing or encouragem ent from the 
White House, strange as that m ight 
seem, other than the public wore 
from President Eisenhower at a 
news conference a week previously 
reiterating the P resident’s IOO per­ 
cent support. 
Obviously, Senator D irksen also 
was operating on his own, though 
he had a cue from the President’s 


publicly expressed desire that the 
investigation should be finished as 
early as possible; but acting, of 
course, on behalf of the party's 
Senate leadership. 
What Senator Dirksen was doing 
was to Senator M cCarthy’s inter­ 
est. The Illinois Senator has some­ 
what of a stake in his Wisconsin 
colleague. As chairm an of the Sen­ 
atorial Campaign Committee, Sen­ 
ator Dirksen still has expectations 
of using Senator M cCarthy as a 
Republican cam paigner this fall. 
The part of Senator Dirksen’s 
proposal designed to please Sena­ 
tor M cCarthy was that which would 
lave prevented public testim ony by 
John G. Adams, counsel to the 
D epartm ent of the Army, as well 
as public testim ony by the Sena­ 
to r’s two aides, Roy 
Cohn 
and 
Trancis P. C arr. 


Senator M cCarthy is reported to 
.ear M r. Adams because he was 
the A rm y’s direct liaison with the 
Senator and his aides and knows

Picture Ban Protested 
Warren county now rates the 
attention of those who have taken 
action to eliminate restrictions on 
the taking of news pictures in court 
houses. The Pennsylvania News 
paper Publishers Association has 
formally protested the ban on news 
pictures of the Moon case taken in 
the court house during court hours. 
The protest refers to the West­ 
moreland County case where jud­ 
ges issued a similar order and the 
case was taken to the Federal 
District Court by the local paper 
and the Pittsburgh Post Gazette. 
An injunction was obtained against 
the action but Federal Judge Gour- 
ley deferred his decision pending 
compliance with his request that 
these papers go into the state su­ 
preme court first. This court will 
hear the case next week. 
The Association reviewed other 
aspects of the case and requested 
Judge Alexander C. Flick to with­ 
draw his ban on picture taking. 
The protest said, “WTe feel that 
your order abridges the right of 
the public to have access to a full 
news report.” 
But Judge Flick was unmoved 
by the protest and press cameras 
have been kept out of the court 
room, which is as it should be in 
this day of flash pictures. As for 
pictures in other parts of the court 
house, that is something that will 
come with time as we learn to 
adjust ourselves to this new med­ 
ium. 
We also believe that the taking 
of pictures within the court room 
will become a reality soon. This is 
assuming that the newspapers will 
equip themselves with 
cameras 
that can take pictures without dis­ 
turbing the decorum of the court 
room. This can be done by some 
of us even now, but out of respect 
to others we have not raised this 
point. 
Proof that this would not be ob­ 
jectionable is the fact that Judge 
Flick is allowing the Warren Times 
Mirror to have a cartoonist present 
who sketches pictures of the court 
scenes and of the principals in­ 
volved. 
Obviously 
these 
people 
know they are being sketched and 
if such knowledge is distrubing 
they are not being helped by the 
artist’s pen. 
But apparently it is the flashing 
of bulbs that is objectionable and 
not the potential posing. In which 
case no doubt 
there 
are 
good 
cameramen 
with 
quality equip­ 
ment who would like to prove that 
they can handle, themselves 
as 
decorously as they who either buy 
or specialize in caricature.

Heart Victims Take Heart 
A news release from the Flower 
and Fifth Avenue Hospitals con­ 
tains good news for those who suf­ 
fer from 
cardiac 
troubles 
and 
sometimes are known as cardiac 
cripples. The 
story 
concerns 
a 
Warren county business leader who 
has returned to his work after un­ 
dergoing this rare surgery. 
The opeation is popularly known 
as the talcum powder heart oper­ 
ation and is technically called a 
cardiopexy. 
The W arren county 
patient first suffered severe pains 
in his shoulder in 1942, and be­ 
came serious in 1943. Since his 
operation this spring this shoulder 
has been free of pain and he again 
is about his business and civic 
activities. 
The operation was perfected by 
Dr. Samuel A. Thompson of the 
New York Medical College, and is 
a simple one. It consists of insert­ 
ing powdered silica into the heart 
sac. The silica clings permanently 
lo the tissues of the sac, but since 
it is sterile it does no harm. How­ 
ever, it is a foreign agent and 
stimulates the flow of blood to the 
heart. 
The operation does not give the 
patient a new heart but has proved 
effective in helping persons with 
angina, coronary occlusion, rheu­ 
matic heart, 
and 
hypertensive 
heart (known as high blood pres­ 
sure). 
Such steps should be encouraging 
to those who are asked to give, 
month after month, as drive fol­ 
lows drive. Despite our bungling 
method of raising research funds, 
we are making progress. What we 
chally could do with a billion or 


two of that we spend to ‘develop 
new methods of killing!!

French Lose Prestige 
When a powerful nation, like 
France, sits calmly by and allows 
a garrison of men lo die defending 
Dion Bien Phil, a spot it claims 
had no military value, there is rea­ 
son for suspicion. W’hy this sacri­ 
fice? 
France is supposed to be one of 
the Major Powers. As such it must 
command enough 
manpower 
to 
save the lives of 5,000 soldiers. If 
the geography of the battle was 
lacking in value, certainly the lives 
of those who died there were wor­ 
thy of an all-out try. 


If this thing had happened in a 
few days we might say there was 
no time for relief to arrive. But 
this siege was 
dragged 
on 
for 
months, and for all to see. All the 
world, in fact, and that is what 
makes us wonder why it occurred. 
Was this an effort to arouse the 
free people of the world so that 
their 
governments 
could 
safely 
use it as an excuse for sending 
military help? If so, it fell on its 
face. Americans, at least, are not 
anxious to send their boys to Asia. 
This dramatic incident was a 
little overdone. While the French 
pointed with fierce pride at this 
gallant stand they also were sug­ 
gesting that it was not of major 


significance and was only there to 
take a heavy toll of enemy lives. 
If there is anything the Chinese 
and their cohorts have in Asia it 
is men. They come very cheap. 
They may not have equipment nor 
the means of making fancy wea­ 
pons, but they do have men ___ 
men to waste, a practice at which 
they apparently are very adept, if 
the news reports of the Korean 
and Indo-China battles are correct. 
This Dien Bien Phu affair has 
not warmed our feelings toward 
the French. It certainly has re­ 
duced our estimate of French lea­ 
dership.

A long list of commonwealth 
witnesses this week piled up evi­ 
dence 
against 
Norman Moon, 
charged with the murder of Judge 
Allison D. Wade, January 13. Start­ 
ing Monday, soon after the last of 
the jurors had been chosen, they 
rapidly tied together evidence that 
Moon was in the court room, own­ 
ed and fired the gun that killed 
Judge Wade, spoke threaten^ to 
the Judge, heard the Judge plead 
with his killer, and revealed Moon 
had bought the gun for the admit­ 
ted purpose of killing Judge Wade 
and Harold Hampson, attorney for 
Mrs. Moon. 
Proof that Moon was in the court 
room was provided by Prothono- 
tary Ralph Sires, District Attorney 
Meyer Komreich, Attorney Har­ 
old Hampson, Court Reporter Ber­ 
nice Seavy, 
and 
Dr. 
John 
E. 
Thompson, 
present for 
another 
case. Others had seen Moon in 
court that morning but were not 
present when the shooting occur­ 
red. 
Evidence that Moon pulled a gun 
and fired it has been provided by 
Sires, Seavy, Hampson, Komreich, 
and Thompson. Though most 
of 
them sought shelter and did not 
see the actual killing, Mrs. Seavy 
has testified that she saw Moon 
shoot Judge Wade. 
Ballistic 
Expert 
Sgt. 
Edward 
Crowthers said the bullets found in 
the court room, 
that 
extracted 
from the deceased, and the empty 
shells found in the court room and 
at the scene of the capture were 
fired from the revolver with which 
Moon was armed when he was pur­ 
sued by state police and with which 
he shot himself. 
His actions immediately after the 
shooting were clearly described by 
Attorney Samuel Bonavita who ac­ 
costed Moon as he started to enter 
his car to escape. As reported here 
before, Moon told Bonavita to leave 
him alone or he would shoot him. 
He also evidenced his willingness 
to fight it out with state police 
who showed up at that time but 
did not fire at them when hey 
failed to notice him and entered 
the court house in answer to the 
many calls which followed the 
shooting. 
State police and Bonavita testi­ 
fied concerning the chase west of 
Warren and Moon’s refusal to stop. 
He finally left the highway after a 
tire had been shot out. He then 
shot himself through the neck, the 
bullet coming out of his face in 
front of the ear. 
Moon’s intention to kill the judge, 
and Hampson was learned in inter­ 
views by Sergeant John Mehallick, 
Sergeant Charles C. Naddeo, and 
others who attended him at the 
hospital. A gun salesman in Pitts­ 
burgh also testified that he had 


sold the revolver to Moon the day 
before the shooting. This man still 
is facing a charge of selling a gun 
without the necessary waiting per­ 
iod. 
Little of the evidence was new 
to the public which has followed 
the accounts in the papers and on 
the radio. But it added up to a 
strong case of premeditated mur­ 
der as presented by the common 
wealth lawyers, David Kohn and 
Harrington Adams. 
It now is for the defense 
to 
develop its side and most court 
followers believe this will consist 
of many character witnesses and 
possibly an effort to prove that 
Moon was temporarily insane, due 
to a series of personal relationships 
and what he considered a highly 
unjust handling of his problems by 
the courts. 
The fact that defense lawyers, 
Samuel D. Braemer and Thomas 
A. Waggoner, did not ask for a 
change of venue, but chose to have 
their client tried in the very room 
where he allegedly committed the 
crime, suggests they may believe 
more sympathy and understanding 
is to be found in Warren county, 
and that this may make it possible 
to gain a life sentence. 
The first witnesses called by the 
defense on Wednesday were Moon’s 
mother, and two brothers, Edward 
and Robert. The trend of the ques­ 
tioning by defense attorneys was 
an effort to reveal that Moon had 
been a quiet, well behaved boy and 
that he had become disconsolate 
after his unsuccessful marriage. 
Mrs. Moon testified that he had 
threatened to kill himself and that 
she had found a revolver in his 
room which she hid. 
One brother testified that Moon 
had a $1500 check on his person 
when he visited Warren on Janu­ 
ary 13, but that he mailed it home 
in an envelope postmarked 11:30 
that morning. This suggests that 
Moon 
was 
confused, 
attending 
court also with the thought of 
making his back payments as or­ 
dered by the court. 
This 
could 
figure in later temporary insanity 
pleas. 
Two key witnesses expected are 
the defendant and a psychiatrist. 
The commonwealth also is apt to 
use a psychiatrist in rebuttal. 
Other relatives and more charac­ 
ter background is expected today. 
The number of these witnesses and 
the extent of the cross-examination 
will determine the length of the 
trial, but the jury probably will 
have it within two or three days, 
barring sensational developments. 
Whatever the line of approach 
and the evidence presented it soon 
will be up to those twelve jurors 
who were chosen only after a full
